Kentucky, which is one of the chief 
hardwood producing states in the Union, 
and the first state in the production of 
yellow poplar, is making good progress 
in the movement for the preservation 
of ita forests. In 1906 the Legislature 
enacted the law providing tor the State 
Board of Agriculture, Forestry and Im¬ 
migration. During the following winter 
the Board asked and received the co¬ 
operation of the United States Forest 
Service in a study of the forest condi- 
1 tions of the state. This work was be- 
' gun two yeats ago and an examination 

I of half the area of forest land in the 
state has been completed. The result 
of the first year’s work, covering the 
eleven most eastern counties of the 
I state, is published in the Kentucky 
' Handbook, 1906 1907. The second re- 
| port, now in the hands of the State 
,; Board of Agriculture, covers torty- 
, | eight counties, largely in the coal min- 
j ing regions of the state. When this 
investigation is completed Kentucky 
will have an excellent inventory of its 
; lumber resources. 

The manner in which the forestry 
problem has been approached indicates 
that the people of the state realize that 
the ultimate solution of the impending 
timber scarcity must, for the farmer,

More Stock To BdhSold. 


The Washington Countv Tobacco 
Warehouse Company .is capitalized at 
$20,000. Of this stock $7,000 has been 
subscribed and paid for. leaving 
$13,000 of unsold stock in the treasury 
of the company. At a meeting of the 
Board of Directors recently held, it 
was decided that in order to handle the 
tobacco contiguous tn the Washington 
County market, either on sal** or 
otherwise, it was necessary to con¬ 
struct an additional warehouse, 96 by 
208 feet, which is now under contract, 
and is being constructed on the com¬ 
pany's ground near Springfield. In or¬ 
der to pay for this additional building 
and meet the floating debt of the com¬ 
pany, amounting to about $3,500, it 
was determined by the Board of Di¬ 
rectors to sell $8,000 more of,the stock 
at not less than par, making the entire 
issue of stock $15,000. 

As the construction of the tobacco 
plant at Springfield was primarily to 
promote the interests of the tobacco 
growers, it is believed that the stock 
should be owned principally by tobacco 
growers, and that it should rbe widely 
distributed, and they should be allowed 
to subscribe for, and take a majoriny of I

Sometimes j 
fhle trouble is caused by a small para 
site Which Is known as the pearleaf 
blister-mite, says E. Britton. The 
Latin name is Erlopbyed pyrl. and the 
pest Is related to the common red 
spider and otheif mites attacking 
plgnts. This mite burrows the l**af 
when It first unfolds, and causes the 
peculiar gall-llke spellings to appear. 
These turn a brilliant red color, but 
as the leaves mature the color dls 
appears somewhat, and the spots final¬ 
ly assume a rusty brown or black ap J 
pearance. After the leaves appear 
there Is almost nothing that can be 
dose In the kray of treatment, but a 
thorough spraying of the tree when 
dormant, especially In late fall or early 
spring Just before the leaves appear, 
using either the lime sulphur mixture 
or one of the “soluble oils” such as 
arel used to destroy the Saa Jose 
scale, will destroy the mites.

Ropy milk Is caused by a ferment 
and develops after the milk Is drawn 
and Ls due to bacieria. but it Is not 
considered an unhealthy condition, for 
cheeses are nearly all made from milk 
which has undergone this ferments 
tlon. The peasants of Norway con¬ 
sider ropy milk a desirable beverage 
Most people, however, object seriously 
to milk wjth any tendency to form 
threads. This trouble frequently af¬ 
fects the mUk of a dairy day after day. 
and Is removed only by the most dras 
tic measures. Outbreaks of this nature 
ferquently occur In the cold months, 
because the bacteria of this group 
thrive better at low temperatures than 
■the lactic-acid bacteria which hold 
them In check under normal condi¬ 
tions. In one case It was found that 
these bacteria were abundant in the 
dust of the stable. The trouble was 
removed by* a thorough cleaning and 
, whitewashing.

A circular order was issued by the 
Western I'nlon company to Its office 
managers In Massachusetts instructing 
them to charge for carrying the time 
of filing, which means that it purpoees 
to use the l*w to It* pecuniary advan¬ 
tage. "For example.” says the letter, 
"if a message is filed at 11:45 a. m. 
the- words. ‘Time filed. 111:45* a. m..' 
will be transmitted as a part of the 
check and will lie counted and charged 
for as extfa words.” 

The Postal Telegraph comltony also 
intimated - Its Intention to make this 
extra charge. 

This action on the part of the “tele¬ 
graph trust" aroused a storm of indlg- 
t nation all over the state, and Immedi¬ 
ate' action was taken to amend the 
I bill to compel tin- companies to carry 
' the- filing time free of charge. The 
! press is commenting In. very strong 
terms on what is called “corporate In¬ 
solence.” The Boston Post, comment¬ 
ing op the matter editorially, states: 

It U entirely clear that the objection of 
the telegraph companies is not to the ex- 
penae or trouble Involved. A very simple 
system of code signals would enable the 

their state messages. “Five or six words" 
would not.be required. Two or three code 
letters over the wire, would accomplish 
the result at nominal expense and trouble.

and Inexcusable delays to which messages 
are often subjected. 

But -the reason why the telegraph Is 
used at all Is to save time In transmit¬ 
ting a message and when the public pays 
for such expedition It certainly has a 
right to know whether the service for 
which It pays Is rendered.

not only be a state law but a national 
law requiring It. so that reasonable

For some months a new Independent 
telegraph company, the Telepost, has 
been operating commercially in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and other New England 
states.. One of the feutnrea of ibla 
new telegraph company’s aervlee Is 
the carrying of the filing time free of 
^charge on nil Its messages, and tbls 
Is t>eing done between all points 
reached by Its linen both In the East 
auU Middle West. 

By Ihls system messages are trans¬ 
mitted at the enormous speed of 1.000 
words a minute over any one wire. 

I thus enabling the company to do busi¬ 
ness at a fraction of the cost to the 
older companies which operate by tbe 
old method of hand transmission. 

Not only does the Telepost company 
carry the filing time free, but it send# 
a telegram of twenty-fire words for 
25 cents regardless of distance, and It 
has Introduced a new service of fifty 
words for 25 cents Vnown as Tele¬ 
posts. which are transmitted by wife 
and delivered at destination through 
the United Slates mail. A ten word 
ten cent message known as a Telecard 
Is treated In tbe same way as a Tele¬ 
post and delivered on a postcard. 

Judging from t^e situation^ which 
has arisen in Massachusetts and the 
manner in which it has been met by 
the Western Union and- Postal compa¬ 
nies. It would seem that the public 
can look for little relief in tbe inatler 
of quicker service or cheaper rates 
front these companies. 

The Importance of this Telepoat sys¬ 
tem cannot be overestimated, and It. Is 
significant that the United States pat¬ 
ent office Ih exhibiting the system In 
the Interior department government 
building at Seattle exposition as qne 
of the most wonderful of modern In 
ventlons carrying a basic patent. It is 
the only exhibit of advancement In |be 
telegraphic art. 

For some time during the last ***- 
slon of congress there was n demand 
made for government control of tele¬ 
graphs. and possibly the present inter¬ 
est of the government In the Telepost 
system la. nut unconnected with- that 
demand, but j the Telepost company 
state* that If* system Is not /or sale, 
and Itw plan* are being pushed; forward 
for connecting up tbe cast njid w«f*t. 
adding important sections In rapid sjoc- 
cessloiu until the system covers 4 bo 
whole country. 

With public support any difficulties 
facing t his Independent telegraph com¬ 
pany In establishing. Its system should 
be materially minimised. If not elimi¬ 
nated. and when the older companies 
give such proof of .their readiness: to 
snatch at any opportunity to mulct the 
public it is time that an Independent 
fight should be given every possible 
support.
